REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  has  quite  a  busy  one  for  the  Firemen.  While 
we  still  are  quite  young  as  an  orginazition,  we  feel  our  fires  have 
been  handled  as  successfully  as  possible  with  what  equipment  we 
have.  Another  water  hole  has  been  finished  which  was  very  much 
needed,  as  proved  at  the  time  of  the  biggest  fire  in  the  Center 
village,  when  the  Whiteneck  home  was  destroyed  and  several 
other  houses  damaged.  If  we  had  not  been  able  to  get  a  good 
supply  of  water  from  that  hole  near  the  Post  Office,  even  though 
it  was  unfinished  at  the  time,  many  of  the  houses  on  the  main 
street  might  have  been  lost. 

Other  fires  we  have  been  called  to  were  the  Kings  Pond  fire 
where  a  great  deal  of  lumber  was  lost;  Clarence  Walker's,  where 
a  good  stop  was  made,  only  the  garage  being  lost ;  Keezer  fire,  at 
which  the  house  was  saved ;  and  thirty-five  other  calls  to  chimney 
and  grass  fires. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  firemen  and  all  those  who  have  co-oper- 
ated in  any  way  to  help  us  serve  the  community.

Your  Town  Warden  is,  perhaps,  more  perplexed  and  anxious 
during  these  war  years  than  ever  before  because  of  increased 
forest  fire  hazards  and  diminishing  supplies  of  available  man 
power.  He  looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him.  Will  you  ?  You  can 
aid  him  most  efficiently  by  always  securing  the  required  permit 
before  attempting  to  burn  and  by  complying  fully  with  permit  re- 
quirements ;  by  being  patient  when  he  advises  of  departmental  re- 
strictions on  permit  burning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn ; 
and  by  giving  him  the  needed  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires 
when  he  needs  your  help.  To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of 
citizenship.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  This  report  is  concerned  with  the  Hamp- 
stead Schools  for  the  year  July  1,  1942  to  June  30,  1943  and  for 
the  current  year  up  to  the  present  time.  As  usual,  I  am  including 
a  statistical  table.  This,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Head- 
master of  the  High  School,  the  Supervisor  of  Music  and  the 
School  Nurse,  give  much  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the 
daily  life  of  our  Schools. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  since 
my  last  report.  Miss  Irma  Hollingshead,  Miss  Ruth  Caddell  and 
Miss  Dorothy  Lowe  resigned  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Miss 
Cecelia  Armer  replaced  Miss  Hollingshead,  Miss  Mabel  Emerson 
was  appointed  teacher  in  grades  one  and  two  and  Miss  Dorothy 
Flynn  was  appointed  teacher  of  grades  three  and  four.  Mr.  T. 
Ernest  Peltonen  became  the  teacher  of  Mathematics  and  Science 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Brock  was  appointed  teacher  in  grades  seven 
and  eight. 

On  account  of  the  extra  duties  placed  both  this  year  and  last 
on  all  Superintendents  of  Schools  by  government  requirements, 
there  has  not  been  time  for  the  usual  amount  of  class  room  su- 
pervision. I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  commendation 
to  the  teaching  staff  for  their  willingness  and  painstaking  efforts. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  was  one 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  nineteen  less  than  during  the  previous  year. 
The  school  attendance  averaged  94.39  percent  of  the  membership, 
as  compared  with  the  State  average  of  92.94  percent.  There  were 
twelve  pupils  that  completed  the  eighth  grade  and  they  all  en- 
tered the  High  School. 

The  Otis  Mental  Tests  have  been  given  again  in  the  fourth 
and  ninth  grades.  With  the  assistance  of  the  teachers  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  give  a  Standardized  Achievement  test  before  the  end  of 
the  year  to  each  pupil  in  grades  two  to  eight  inclusive.     These 
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tests  serve  as  a  check  on  the  work  done  and  furnish  a  picture  of 
progress  made  during  the  year  both  by  the  individual  and  the 
class  as  a  whole. 

Defense  Stamps  have  been  purchased  in  substantial  amounts 
by  the  pupils  in  all  Schools.  This  has  afforded  a  fine  form  of 
training  in  thrift  and  character  development  and  gives  the  chil- 
dren a  feeling  of  having  a  part  in  the  War  Effort. 

For  a'  period  of  many  years  the  Hampstead  High  School  has 
offered  a  variety  of  courses  including  training  in  Home  Economics 
and  Commercial  Subjects.  Our  connection  with  the  Plymouth 
Teachers'  College  has  helped  to  make  this  possible.  The  great 
decrease  in  enrollment  at  Plymouth  as  well  as  all  Teachers'  Col- 
leges makes  it  impossible  to  continue  the  Plymouth  Contract  for 
the  duration. 

There  is  a  real  shortage  of  qualified  teachers  in  all  High 
School  subjects,  but  especially  Mathematics,  Science,  Commerce, 
and  to  a  considerable  extent,  Home  Economics.  There  is  consid- 
erable uncertainty  about  any  small  High  School  being  able  to 
secure  teachers  for  all  or  even  a  majority  of  the  above  named 
subjects. 

Because  of  this  uncertainty,  our  School  Board  voted  to 
recommend  closing  the  Hampstead  High  School,  Grades  9-12,  for 
the  duration  and  furnish  transportation  to  Haverhill  where  all 
subjects  would  be  available. 

It  is  now  for  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Hampstead  to  decide 
which  course  would  the  better  serve  the  welfare  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  High  School  age.  Hampstead,  for  a  long  time,  has  pro- 
vided in  a  splendid  way  educational  facilities  for  its  boys  and 
girls.  The  war  has  changed  most  things.  Education  will  not  be 
an  exception.  We  must  do  what  is  best  for  the  High  School  pupils. 

Two  hundred  thousand  teachers  in  the  United  States  have 
left  teaching  since  Pearl  Harbor.  Teachers  College  enrollments 
have  dropped  60  percent  below  1940-1941.  Fifty  thousand 
emergency  teaching  certificates  have  been  issued  this  year.  Liv- 
ing costs  have  risen  26  percent  since  August  1939.  Fairness 
dictated  that  teachers'  salaries  should  have  increased  at  least  25 
percent  over  September  1939.  The  increases  planned  for  next 
year  would  approximately  do  that. 

During  these  difficult  times  we  must  resolve  that  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  and  the  extra  work  that  we  find  in  the  operation 
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of  our  schools  on  account  of  the  war,  there  shall  be  no  let  down 
of  effort.  We  must  strive  as  never  before,  to  play  our  part  in 
the  training  of  good  American  citizens.  We  who  are  concerned 
with  the  daily  operation  of  the  schools  wish  to  thank  the  School 
Board  and  citizens  for  their  loyal  support.

The  much  depleted  enrollment  is  the  most  obvious  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  Hampstead  is  doing  its  share  in  the  war  effort. 
One  student,  William  Fitzgerald,  received  a  war  emergency 
diploma  in  June,  1943,  having  entered  the  service  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  semester.  Three  other  members  of  the 
Class  of  '43  are  now  in  the  armed  services ;  while  six  students, 
formerly  members  of  the  Class  of  '44,  have  left  school  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  service  of  their  country.  We  are  proud  of  their 
splendid  spirit,  but  regret  their  loss  from  the  high  school  group. 

The  war  effort  also  affected  the  size  of  our  faculty  so  that 
only  two  student  teachers  have  been  available  at  any  one  time  this 
year.  The  scarcity  of  teachers  last  year  was  keenly  felt  by  the 
high  school.  We  were  without  a  submaster  much  of  the  year 
and  it  was  necessary  for  Juniors  from  the  colleges  to  supplement 
our  student  teacher  faculty. 

The  needs  of  students  especially  interested  in  mathematics 
and  science  are  being  adequately  met  this  year  by  the  instruction 
of  the  submaster,  Mr.  Ernest  Peltonen.  Much  interest  has  been 
shown  in  the  course  in  Biology,  which  he  has  introduced  this 
year  for  beginning  students.  The  cooperation  of  students  and 
faculty  toward  greater  academic  achievement  has  been  very  grat- 
ifying. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  all  high  schools  to  furnish 
an  increased  amount  of  physical  training,  ten  minutes  each  day 
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has  been  devoted  to  this  type  of  effort.  This  has  been  supple- 
mented by  additional  acivities  both  on  the  playground  and  in 
the  gymnasium. 

The  Junior  High  is  located  in  the  Central  School  building. 
Mrs.  Brock,  a  teacher  of  much  experience,  has  full  charge  of  this 
group.  Under  her  leadership  a  fine  spirit  and  splendid  enthusiasm 
has  developed.  A  school  paper,  a  boys'  basketball  team,  and  sev- 
eral fine  social  gatherings  are  evidences  of  the  enthusiastic  co- 
operation of  this  group. 

Although  much  depleted  in  numbers,  the  senior  high  school 
has  shown  an  excellent  spirit  of  cooperation  and  a  serious  appli- 
cation to  the  responsibilities  at  hand. 

The  most  outstanding  extra-curricular  project  has  been  the 
minstrel  show,  which  received  much  commendation  from  a  large 
audience. 

The  drive  for  war  savings  has  met  with  excellent  response. 
A  "Schools  at  War"  flag  is  now  proudly  displayed,  indicating 
that  90%  of  the  student  body  is  regularly  participating  in  war 
savings.  A  citation  was  received  from  the  U.  S.  Treasury  for  the 
achievement  of  the  goal  of  $325.00  which  was  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase an  aircraft  cannon.  We  hope  that  before  the  end  of  the 
year  we  shall  achieve  much  greater  results  in  this  campaign. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  hot  lunches  for  the  many  students 
of  both  buildings  who  spend  their  noon  hour  at  school,  a  volun- 
teer committee  of  high  school  girls,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Home  Economics  teacher  and  the  Headmaster,  is  furnishing  one 
hot  dish  each  noon  at  cost.  It  is  hoped  that  this  effort  may  be 
enlarged  in  the  near  future  to  provide  a  more  balanced  meal. 

Participation  in  contests  and  other  activities  which  bring  our 
students  into  closer  contact  with  other  high  school  students  are 
continually  encouraged.  Preparation  is  now  being  made  for  par- 
ticipation in  a  public  speaking  contest  being  sponsored  by  the  La- 
conia .  High  School  and  the  annual  League  of  Nations  contest 
involving  a  written  examination  on  questions  pertaining  to  the 
establishment  of  a  better  world  order. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Student  Council,  a  Community 
Recreation  Council  has  been  formed  consisting  of  representatives 
from  all  organizations  in  the  community  which  are  directly  con- 
cerned with  the  welfare  of  the  young  people.  This  Council  has 
assumed  the  responsibility  for  promoting  more  recreational  activi- 
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ties  for  the  entire  community  and  for  the  redecoration  and  equip- 
ping of  the  gymnasium  in  order  to  furnish  adequate  accommoda- 
tions for  such  activities.  Much  enthusiasm  and  fine  cooperation 
has  been  shown  by  the  entire  community  in  the  support  of  these 
efforts. 

Recognizing  the  need  in  the  present  emergency  for  individu- 
als trained  to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  considerable  stress  is 
being  laid  upon  training  in  home  nursing  for  the  Home  Economics 
classes.  This  again  is  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  high  school  stu- 
dent body  is  willing  and  anxious  to  carry  its  share  of  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  community  in  the  present  emergency. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  for  the  faculty  of 
the  high  school  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cordial  spirit  and 
cooperation  which  we  have  experienced  in  Hampstead  and  our 
desire  for  greater  accomplishment  for  the  welfare  of  the  school 
and  the  community  during  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.
